TUB PRESIDENT'S I'OMCY. 


What may bo designated '' an inspired 


-article" appears in the Atlanta Journal. 
Hoke Smith, a member of Cleveland's 
Cabinet, is connected with tlie Journal, 
and in a leading article, telegraphed from 
Washington, and signed by Mr. Smith 
uod Editor Richardson, the policy of the 
Administration is foreshadowed. 
The 


office seeking brigade is informed (lint 
appointn.enU will not be speedily made. 
The President is more emphatic than he 
has ever been before in declaring that 
appointments to office, instead of being 
rewards for personal activity, should go 
to those whoso efficiency promises fuir 
return of work for comp.-nsation paid 
them. The Administration is going to be 
a business one, and it will not have a 
partisan machine. 


It is u.oO stated that the President will 


veto any free coinage bill that Congress 
may pass and that will bo the crucial 
tost of the Administration. 


Tariff reform, Mr. Smith says, will be 


indefinitely postponed. 
The reason for 


this is that the finances of the Govern- 
ment are in a serious condition. 
Harri 


son's Administration had to avail itselt 
of reserve funds to make both ends 
meet, or show a favorable balance in its 
financial statements. The question now 
is are the revenues of government suffi 
oient to meet the expenses imposed by 
Republican extravagance? This question 
moat bo settled betore 
any 
precise 


measure on tariff reform may be safely 
undertaken and determined. 
Besides 


there is a complication arising from the 
several reciprocity trea'ies entered into. 
It is not yet known to what extent these 
will reduce the revenue and whether the 
benefit derived from them is sufficient to 
justify tho continuance or extension of 
the policy. 


These declarations are doubtless au- 


thentic. 
The offices 
will be held to 


influence votes in the SBnate nnd llouso. 
If the appointments were inude the dis- 
appointed would outnumber the gratified 
ten to one, and of course would more tr 
less influence the action of Congressmen. 
The financial question, as the silver men 
stateJ in the recent campaign, is the par 
amount issue. The Wall street wing of 
the two old parties will oppose any and 
all legislation that is calculated tn benefit 
the silver interest. 
The tariff question 


is to be relegated to the back ground. 
The cxpens"S of the Government iqual il

As 
Cleveland said in one of hia messages, it 
is a condition not a theory thut conlionts

receipts cannot be reduced unless there 
is a proportionate reduction in public 
expenditures.

of eighty-tight uirml)>n. Two States - 
Jlon'ami and Wyoming—fulled t'i elect 
successors to the Senators from Iho-e 
Stutcs whose teitns (-Xj.iieil on the 4th 
instant. 
The Washington Legislature 


bus not yet elected u Senator to fi'l n 
vacancy I'rom that State, though it has 
billoted ninety six linus. The Gover- 
nors of Montana anil Wyoming have ap- 
pointed Senators to fill the vacancies 
from those SUtrs, but it is d o u b t f i l 
whether they will bo seated, as precedent 
is against it and the Senate is consova 
live. 


There are eighty-three members of the 


new Semite in Washington. These were 
polled by the New York Win Id reporters 
on these thrto Important (juestions of 
legislation: 


"Do jou favor repeal of Iho Sherman 


law?" 


"Do you favor repeal of the MoKinley 


tariff law <" 


Do you favor tho annexation of Ha 


waii2" 


To repeal tho Bullion Purchase Act 


and tho Muldnluy Act will require a 
majority of the- Semite, which is /orty- 
five votes. To ratify the Hawaiian treaty 
if there is n full Senate, will require two- 
third?, or h'lty-nino voles 
The poll 


showed that of the eighty-three Senators 
in Waehinyli p, thirty favor nnd twentj- 
three oppono ihe repeal of tho Bullion 
Purchase Act, aud sixteen are noo-cnm- 
miltal; forty-one favor and thirly-thn-j 
oppose the repeal of the McKinley A^t, 
and nine are non-committal; and forty 
favor and twenty oppose the annexation 
ol Hawaii, aud twenty-three tiro non- 
committal. 


If the Senators wha aro noD-committnl 


should pair on tho three measures, the 
repeal of the Bullion Purchase Ant and 
the McKinley bill would carry, but the 
annexation treaty would be defeated. 
Alleu of Nebraska, Bockwith of Wyo- 
ming, Mantle of Montana, and Quay of 
Pennsylvania, wero not polled and as 
three of them are for freo coinage and 
opposed to the repeal of the bullion 
Purchase Act they would increase the 
number against Hint bill, providfd Beck- 
with and Mtntle are seat d. The 8«na- 
tor from Wasliinton, Bliather elected or 
appointed, will doubtless !••> agnlnst re 
peal. So that it is not likely that the 
ne«t Congress will atop the purchase of 
bullion unless a substitute for the Sher- 
man Act, that will be satisfactory to the 
•ilrer men, it passed. 


THK JUDGES' SALABY ACT. 


The Legislature of 1891 redistricterl 


the State for judicial purposes, and 
divided the State into four district9, and 
filed the salaries of each of the Judges 
at $4,000 per annum. This Act is to go 
into effect 
January 
1, 1895. 
The 


Legislature which has just adjourned, 
increased the salary of the Judge of the 
Second Judicial District.which comprises 
the counties of Washes, Humboldt and 
Chuichlll, to $5,000 per annum, of which 
Washoo is to pay $2.775, Humboldt, 
$1,875 and Churchill $350.

Washoe county pays into the District 
Judges'Salary Fund, $3.437 50; Hum 
boldt, $2,337 50 and Churchill $403 50, 
besides their proportion of the traveling 
expenses of the Jurlgo. It will be seen 
from this that the no* Act reduces tho 
expenses for Judicial purposes in each ol 
tho three counties comprising tho Second 
District. 
Under the Constitution the 


salary of a District Judge cannot be 
increased nor reduced during the term 
for which a Judge is elected and the new 
Act does not go into effect until January 
1, 1895, and does not uifeut the present 
incumbents.
